Notwithstanding the efforts of an 
cverly-energetic reporter of an afternoon 
newspaper to prove otherwise, Kid Mc- 
Coy is not in Atlanta, and his reported 
wife, Mrs. McCoy, who gives her stage 
mame as Cora Collins, of “A Chinese 
Honeymoon” company, says her real name 
js Mrs. Heffman, wife of W. C. Hoffman, 
who is the alleged ‘‘Kid’’ McCoy of the 
afternoon newspaper threatened to leave 
on the midnight train last night fcr New 
York city. 

She even went so far as to leave a 
package with the man at the desk, and a 
note: 

“Dear Kid: Have gone home. Could 
not possibly stand you any longer. My 
work will not permit it, and my nerves 
are unstrung completely. Your watch 
and pin I leave with the clerk. Hope you 
will sober up by Wednesday. Don’t come 
back to New York in the fix you left it. 
Your wife, . CORA HOFFMAN.” 

But afterwards she changed her mind. 

The Atlanta chapter with the threaten- 
ed departure of Mrs. Hoffman for New 
York city is, according to her own story, 
the saddest in all her life. While she ad- 
mitted that her husband was not the Kid 
McCoy, she at first represented him to 
be, she still referred to him at all times 
_9s_Kid, | 
“I was playfng in the Chinese Honey-{ 
Moon company last Monday night when 
my husband appeared on the scene. He 
began drinking Sunday, and has been 
drunk ever since that time. He eaid I 
must go with him, and I got Manager 
George Lederer to let my understudy take 
my part, with the assurance that I would 
return next Wednesday to play my regu- 
lar part of the Chinese queen. I know 
‘George’ very well, and he finally agreed 
to let me go. But if God will ever spare 
me to get back to dear old New York 
again, I will be more than thankful. I 
have had more than I can stand, and 
either my husband has got to do differ- 
ently, or else I will quit him. TI never 
was so humiliated in all of my life. My 
arms, chest and limbs are black and blue 
from his treatment, and, while he is all 
that is good and kind when he is sober, 
I simply cernot and will not put up with 
him on his drunks.”’ 

Hoffman Was Noisy. 

Late in the afternoon yesterday Hoff- 
man began to make himself rather ob- 
noxious, and finally the clerk told him 
“that he would have to keep qulet or leaves 
the hotel. Hoffmar immediately ordered 
his wife to pack their grips, and ‘grew 
highly indignant. The obedient wife at 
once retired to their room, No. 199, and, 
in compliance with his command, packed 
the grips and had them sent down to the 
office.

After a long and laborious session, in 
which more enthusiactic partisan strife 
was in: evidence than has been seen in 
the councils of the republican party in 
this state for many years, the republican 
state convention today indorsed the sen-

William.L. Carpenter, of Detroit, for jus- 
tice of fie supreme court, to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the death of Justice 
Charles D. Long. 

General Alger’s friends won a_ great 
victory over the supporters of Dexter M. 

rry, of Detroit, the -test of- strength 
having been made on a motion to adopt 
the minority recommendation of the com- 
mittee on resolutions, to the effect that 
no expression of sentiment on the sen- 
atorial candidacy of any one be taken. 
The test vote. by a roll call of counties, 
rejected the minority report by a vote of 
427 to 458. The majority report whieh in- 
dorsed General Alger, was then adopted 
without an opposing vote, amid loud and 


et 


porters. 

At the opening session of the conven- 
tion this forenoon Congressman Hamil- 
ton, of Niles, temporary chairman, made 
an address devoting his time chiefly to 
the tariff and trusts, along the lines simi- 
lar to those of President Roosevelt's re- 
cent speeches. He predicted that a reci- 
procity arrangement between this country 
and Cuba would be perfected by the fifty- 
seventh congress. The report of the reso- 
lution committee at the afternoon session 
eulogized the late Senator McMillan and 
Justice Long, and commended the state 
and national! administration. This por- 
tion of the. repert was unanimously 
adopted. 

The great struggle of the Alger and 
Ferry forces followed over the majority 
and minority reports of the matter of in- 
dorsing General Alger far United States 
senator. General H. M. Duffield, of De- 
troit, nominated Judge Carpenter for su- 
preme court justice. Judge Sheppard, of 
Bay City, was also presented as a can- 
didate, but later his name was withdrawn 
and Judge Carpenter was made the unan- 
imous choice.

OF KANSAS CITY 


Nutymeg Democrats Refuse To 
Indorse Bryan Platform 


New Haven, Conn., September 2%.—The 
democratic state econvention adjourned 
at 6:15 o’clock tonight after a session 
lasting all day. A full ticket was nomi- 
nated and a platform was adopted and 
the:convention, which had promised to be 
onéof the most bitter in the history of 
the party in this state, closed in harmony.

The platform occasioned a heated de- 
bate in the committee room, but once 
presented to the convention as recom- 
mended by the committee, it was adopted 
without debate. A strenuous struggle 
had been made in committee for indorse- 
ment of the Kansas City platform and 
one delegate left the committee in anger 
because his views were not those of the 
majority. . The committee refused te men- 
tion the Kansas City document and the 
fight practically ended there. 

A later effort of the Kansas City plat- 
form supporters to get the matter be- 
fore the convention was cleverly smoth- 
ered and it was not heard from again. 

The platform reaffirms allegiance to 
the democracy of the nation and reas- 
serts faith in its principles. It declares 
that the prices of the necessities of life 
have been raised through illegal combi- 
nations fostered by republican iegislation 
and demands the repea] of all tariffs on 
trust-produced articles. 

Objects to Watered Stock. 

The most stringent enforcement of all 
tegislat:ve laws against trusts and the 
passage of such new laws as are fre- 
quired to supplement and-give potency to 
existing statutes are demanded. Legisila- 
tion is demanded, compelling publicity as 
to the affairs of corporations engaged in 
interstate commerce and the enactment 
of laws requiring all such corporations, 
before doing business. outside the state of 
their origin, to show that they have no

Man Nominated as Substitute for 
the Quitting Speaker 


Hampton, lowa, September 25.—Judge B. 
P. Birdsall, of Clarion, lowa, wags today 
nominated for congress by the third dis- 
trict republican convention. The nomina- 
tion was made on the second ballot by a 
vote of 88, to 2 for C. E. Ransier, of 
Buchanan.

MOB MURDERS A MAR 
AND ACES: OW BOD 


Troops Constantly. on Move To Keep 
Fioters in Checlk—Disorder Some- 
what Checked by Drenching 
Rain—Stoxe ‘Discusses 
the = ee 


Philadelphia, Sept@mber 25.—While there 
Was great disorder; and many acts of 
violence in sectiong of the hard-coal 
regions today, the lawlessness was not so 
general as tt was eafiier in the week. The 
presence of additional troops and a 
drenching rain assisted greatly in the 
preservation of peace. 

The most serioug outbreak occurred 
near Olyphant, almost under the noses 
of the soldiers of -the Thirteenth regi- 
ment. A nonunion Miner named Winston 
was clubbed to death by a band of Hun- 
garians, and his son in law was badly 
beaten, 

Neac Wilkesbarre a coal and iron po- 
liceman was almost clubbed to death. 

Reports from other parts of the region 
show that petty cases of violence con- 
tinue. The lcwer anthracite region is 
comparatively quiet, most of the lawless- 
ness occurring in the vicinity of Scranton 
and Wilkesbarre. 

BriBadier Genera} Gobin is keeping 
many of his soldierg on the move, either 
shifting their cafnpg or sending out tom- 
panies to scatter crpwds. This afternoon 
he moved the Eight® régiment, which has 
been stationed at SRenardoah since July 
31, to Duryyea, half way between Scranton 
and Wilkesbarre. company of the 
Thirteenth was sent to Forrest City, the 
extreme northern edge of the hard-coal 
beds and about 24 miles north of Scran- 
ton. The company had a brush with a 
mob upon its arrival, but no one was 
hurt. 

President Mitchell gs the treeps will 
help to keep the men: firmer in their de- 
termination.to stand out against the 
operators. The coal companies claim 
they are daily placing more men at work, 
and the shipment of coal ecntinues in 
small quantities. 

The situation at Lebanon, where ne- 
groes took the places of the fron and 
steel workers in the plant of the Amer- 
ican Iron and Steel Company, thereby 
causing riots and the killing of one per- 
son and the injuring of others, continues 
quiet. 

MOB MURDERS A MAN 
AND DANCES OVER BODY 

Scranton, Pa., September 25.—James 
Winston, aged 48 years, was killed, and 
his son in law, 8S. J. Lewis, was severely 


injured by a gang of Hungarian strikers, 
who waylaid them on their way to work 
at Grassy Island colliery of the Delaware 
and Hudson company today. The affair 
took place half a mile from and almost 
within sight of the camp of the Thirteenth 
regiment, at Olyphant. lewis got away, 
but Winston had his skull crushed with 
a club and fell unconscious. While he 
lay prostrate and dying, the crowd jump- 
ed on him, kicked him in the face and 
beat him with clubs. After dancing about 
their victim, clapping their hands and 
singing, the crowd ‘left him. Winston 
was carried home by William Doyle, a 
nonunion man, and Mrs. Doyle, who wit- 
nessed the murder. Harry Simrock, Tom 
Priston and Harry Shubah, the three. 
men who are alleged to have committed 
the actua: crime, have fled. Six men 
and & woman, who were in the crowd 
from which the assailants emerged, were 


arrested and held in $1,000 bail each as 
witnesses. 


Maria Marshal, colored, wife of the 
proprietor of a-hotel at Jessu 
with a shotgun, safely escorted ; Rewins 
non-union man through a crowd of 100 
strikers from the hotel to the Sterrick 
creek colliery stockade late last night. 
When the crowd began to avenge itself 
by bombarding the hotel the woman fired 
on the nearest group and peppered a 
dcezen men with bird shot. This scattered 
the mob. 

A company from the Thirteenth regi- 
ment was called this morning to disperse 
a crowd which was tearing up tracks at 
the Pancoast colliery in Throoh. ~ 

This evening a crowd of strikers threw 
stones at non-uni@m men who were being 
escorted home frofM work in Forest City. 
The soldiers loaded their guns and the 
commander said he would give the word 
to fire if another stone was thrown. The 
crowd melted away. One man who held 
back was arrested. 


TROOPS ARE SHIPPED 


TO PREVENT VIOLENCE 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., September 25—General 
Gobin and a part of the Eighth regi- 
ment arrived at the mining town of Dur- 
yea late this afternoon. Duryea is almost 
on the dividing line between Luzerne and 
Lackawanna counties and ever since the 
strike began has been the scene of many 
acts of violence. The military authorities 
theught it would be advantageous to have 
a lar@me contingent of soldiers at this 
poing as they can be moyed into Lacka- 
wanna or Lucerne county at short notice. 
The Ninth regiment, with headquarters 
in this city, did its first guard duty today. 
Two battalions made a tour of the upper 
and lower end of the county. One battai- 
ion, in command of Lieutenant Colonel 
McKee, went to Nanticoke, Portsmouth 
and Wanimie, where they dispersed large 
crowds that had assembled in the vicinity 
of the mines. It was a new experience 
for the strikers, but they did not linger 
long after the arrival of the military. 
Sheriff Jacobs accompanied the soldiers 
and at~ Nanticoke placed under arrest 
John Zuccho, who was heavily armed.

Wall Street Costs Western Plun- 
per and Gould-Rocketeller 
Crowd Large Sums, 


New York, September %.—(Spectal.)— 
Speculators recefved several hard raps 
during the last few days, while operating 
on Wall street, and the western contin- 
gent is reported to have suffered guite 
extensively in the pulsating, movements 
of the exchange. The enforced liquida- 
tion due to the tightening of the money 
market is as™gned as the primal cause. 

The ‘“‘western crowd,” as the Gates- 
Drake-Harris-Lambert forces have been 
called, and the younger members of the 
Gould-Vanderbilt-Rockefeller combination 
lost big bulks of money in the recent os- 
ciliation, which depended 
measure upon the exorbitant interest 
charged on call money. When the banks 
began to call loans right and left end 
the interest charges soared to unreach- 
able heights the selling prices showed a 
responsive diminution. 

It is estimated that the liquidating sales 
of the Chicago group amounted to $400,000 
Shares of stock and that the losses were 
upward of. $2,000,000. 

The Gould-Rockefeller-Vanderbilt group 
is r@ported to have lost at least $1,000,000 
in the decline of its stocks. The slump in 
Missouri Pacific went from 125 to 111%. 

The heaviest lenders of money were in- 
dividuals, The United States Realty 
Company drew out $11,000,000 from the 
general circulation, but the money will be 
paid out again. An addition of $4,000,000

Fearing To Lose Lover She 


Leaped fom Train Running 
Fity Miles an How, = 


VICTIM CIRCLED GLOBE 
WHER EFFORT TO WED 


But Obstacles Arose and Fearing That 
She Would Lose Her Lover, 
She Sprang from the Win- 
dow of Swiftly Fly- 
ing Train. 


Detroit, Mich., September 25.—Driven to 
desperation by the prospect of being for- 
ever separated from her lover, in the ex- 
pectation of marrying whom she had 
circled the globe, Alexandra Jo- 
seph, a young Syrian girl, threw herself 
from the window of a Michigan Central 
train running 50 miles an hour this af _ 
ternoon, and was instantly killed. 

The tragedy occurred 2 miles north of 
Newport, and was the culmination of 
years of effort on the part of Joseph 
Abodeely, of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, to lead 
his old ; world sweetheart to the altar. 
When he had saved enough money to pay 
the girl’s\passage to the United States, 
and she had come as far as Montreal 
last May, the United States immigration 
bureau re%ched out to separate the lov- 
ers, and the plucky fight which the 
young man attempted againgt fate ended 
tonight in his sweetheart’s death. 

The girl was refused admittance to the 
United States, “on the charge that she 
was afflicted with trachoma, but Abodee- 
ly had the young lady’s eyes treated at a 
Montreal marine hospital for three 


months. On August 19 his funds having 
run low, he attempted to run the gaunt-

Both the young foreiSners were 
detained by the United States authorities 
at Detroit. and Abodeely narrowly es- 


caped imprisonment for violating the {m- 
migration laws, but the sympatny of the .

From that time the girl's fate hung in 
the balance until today, when Immigfa- 
tion Agent Cameron Miller took her in 
custody for the trip to New York, With 
a warrant from the secretary of the 
treasury to have the girl déported to Ref 
home in Syria. 

The officer had allowed his charge to 
go to the toilet room, and in a moment 
was horrified to see the door fly open, 
revealing an empty room and an open 
window. The train was run back and 
the young woman was found dead be 
side the track.

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BLEW HIS CASH 
AND BLEW SELF 


Bankrupted by Races, Mekie 


Used Dynamite on Hotel 


Golden Eagle Hostelry at Wegshing- 
ton Wrecked by Guest Who After- 
wards Killed Himself—The 
Affair Is Involved in 
Some Mystery. 


Washington, September 25.—The Golden 
Eagle hotel, on the corner of Néw Jer- 


sey avenue and D street, was dynamit~- 


€d this morning at 4:30 o’clock by Frank 
McKie, one of the guests, who subse- 
quently committed suicide. Between 
twenty and thirty guests were thrown 
from their beds by the explosion, but 
only the proprietor, Louis Brandt, and 
his wife, were injured. The roof of the 
building was blown off and the falling 
wreckage crashed through to the base- 
ment, leaving the structure as if wreck- 
ed by a tornado. Every pane of giaés in 
the building and the adjoining structures 
was broken. The explosion called out 
the. fire department. 
Affair Involved in Mystery. 

The affair is involved in some mystery. 
The proprietor gave a banquet last night 
in honor of his wife, who had just re- 
turned from Germany, and McKie was a 
guest. 

‘McKie had boarded at the hotel four 
years and had been treated as a. member 
of the Brandt family, which inciudes a 
daughter, Sophie, with whom McKie is 
said to have been in love. Brandt denies 
that there was any understanding Pe- 
tween the two. McKie remarked -icst 
right that he was going to wait until 
Sophie returned fr2m Germany with her 
mother, and then he was going to fms 
old home in Laiadeiphia. Mrs. Branat 
wad her daughter returned about 8 o'clock 
ljast night. The attempt at wholesale 
murder followed this morning. 

McKie, with a pistol in his hand, was 
seen by an employee of a lunch room 
opposite the hotel just before the shots 


+» i were fired. When the explosion occurred 
a slight blaze sprang from the debris, 


but it was quickly extinguished by the 
firemen. Brandt and his wife were 
quickly rescued before many of the thir- 
ty guests of the establishment had reach- 
ed the part of the building tn which Mc- 
Kie’s room was located. 

Bulfet Hole in Head. 

McKie, with revolver in his hand, was 
found lying on the floor, with his head in 
a@ poo] of blood. A bullet hole near the 
right ear had caused instant death. 

Brandt was bruised about the body and 
shaken up badly and received a severe cut 
on the leg. Mrs. Brandt sustained bruises 


about the body and a cut hand. 


When the wrecked building was search- 


“ed today enough dynamite was found in 


McKie’s trunk to wreck a block of build- 
ings. There were six 
parts of two or three broken sticks, t® 
gether with a box of caps and a quanti- 
ty of wire tor long distance explosion. 
He had, at least, nine sticks of dynamite 
in his possession. 

McKie was about twenty-eight years 
Old. He was formerly of Philadelphia, 
and had relatives in Chicago. His broth- 
er, Harry McKie, was killed in Chicago 
last year, accoriing to a telegram found 
in ‘the dead man’s room today. McKie 
Was a machinist in the navy yard here, 
but resigned on inheriting upward of $20,- 
000 about four years ago. ‘Iihis amount 
he is said to have lost on the races, and 
his act is accredited by some to thisy loss. 
Detectives are investigating the case to- 
day. 

London Caught by a ‘“‘Fake.”’ 

London, September 2%.—Great excite- 
ment was created in London this even- 
ing by a story sent out by the Dalziel 
news agency, under a New York date, 
Saying it was supposed that an anar- 
shist attempt on the life of President 
Roosevelt was involved in the wreckage 
of the Golden Eagle hotel, at Washington, 
D. C., with dynamite and the subsequent 
suicide of the perpetrator of the ouftfage. 
The newspapers here got out “specials,” 
and flaming placards, and boys were 
bawling the startling news through the 
streets, with the result that half of the 
population of London went home be- 
lieving that the assassination of the pres- 
ident had béen attempted.

President ts Obeying Physi-

GENERAL LONGSTREET 
VISITS THE PRESIDENT 


Physicians Say President Will Be 
Confined to Room a Week or 
Ten Days, with Two 
Weeks as the Outside 
Limit. 


" 


Washington, September 25.—President 
Roosevelt was resting very comfortably 
when s physicians called to see him 
this evening. He is complying strictly 
with their injunctions to give his injured 
leg complete rest and good results are ap- 
parent already. In view of the satisfac- 
tory improvement in the president's con- 
dition no prepared statement was made, 
Secretary Cortelyou simply saying when 
he left the temporary white house at 10 
o'clock for the evening that Mr. Roose- 
velt was doing nicely. Dr. Lung, the 
president’s regular physician, had left the 
house an hour earlier. 

President Roosevelt passed a comfort- 
able night and ate his breakfast with 
great relish this morning. After breakfast 
Dr. Rixey, surgeon general of the navy; 
Dr. O'Reilly, surgeon genera} of the 
army, and Dr. Lung made an examina- 
tion of the wound and reported that it 
was in a satisfactory condition. They ex- 
pect the inflammation to be allayed with- 
out complications/ Absolute quiet has 


on their patient. 

Tn ann ale aaa vies in the presi- 
dent's temperature last night after he 
reached the temporary white house. This 
was attributable to the excitement inci- 
dent to his removal from the train, and 
was regarded as entirely natura] in the 
circumstances. The president is in ex- 
cellent spirits, but has acquiesced in the 
decision of his physicians for absobuto 
quiet. The announcement is made that 
he will see no visitors, save the members 
of his cabinet, and them only upon the 
most important business. 

The president did not leave his bed 
today, but spent his time reading and 
chatting with Mrs. Roosevelt. Secretaries 
Shaw, Wilson and Hitchcock found him 
reading when they called. They said he 
looked as Trale and hearty as he ever 
did. 

Only 'a few of the foreign diplomats are 
in the city, but those here called per- 
sonally to inquire after the president's 
condition. Among the first to arrive was 
the Japanese minister, Mr. Takihiera. 
There were also a number of other dis- 
tinguished callers, including General 
James Longstreet. Secretary Moody was 
admitted to the president's room about 
noon, and remained with him for some 
time. The secretary made a passing ref- 
erence to the situation in South American 
waters. ° 

Dr. Lung remained at the white house 
throughout the day. At 4 o'clock Surgeon 
General Rixey came over from the navy 
department, and, after seeing the presi- 
detit, it was announced that he had pass- 
ed a comfortable day, with no appreciable 
change in his condition. The slight rise 
in temperature noted during the night had 
disappeared. The doctors say that the 
president will be confined to his room a 
week or ten days, with two weeks at the 
outside limit.

ROOT ROASTED TO CRISP. 
FOR PHILIPPINE POLICY 


Ne 


Counsel*for Anti-Imperialists Charges That Secre- 
tary Is Responsible for Alleged Horrors in 
Islands-=Roosevelt Is Also Attacked. _ 


Boston, September 2%.—The New Eng- 
land Anti-Imperialist committee, of which 
Charles Francis Adams is chairman, 
makes public today an elaborate review 
of the Philippine situation, which has 
been prepared by Mr. Moorfield Storey, 
counsel for thé committee. The point of 
Mr. Storey’s argument is that the respon- 
sibility for the conditions: in the Philip- 
pines does not rest primarily with our 
soldiers and officers in the islands, but 
with Secretary: Root. The document is a 
blistering review of the history of army 
management in the Philippines from the 
“time we occupied the islands to the pres- 
ent. It is entirely based upon official and 
authentic evidence, and its statements 
are supported at every point by citations 
of the reports of commanding officers, or 
of unimpeached testimony given before 
the senate Philippine committee. None 
of the disputed allegations is relied upon. 
The whole discussion is intend¢d to leave 
no loophole for charges of vaguesness or 
of the use of information of questionable 
authenticity. 

It is sought to show that the secretary 
has made no effort whatever to carry out 
the promises of rigid investigation and 
condign punishment made by the presi- 
dent, but has ‘concealed information 
known to him from the public. Speaking 
of the exceptionally notorious charges 
against General Funston and others, con- 
cerning the killing of prisoners, Mr. 
Storey remarks of the inquiry in this 
particular case that: 

“No one can read this record without 


seeing— 

‘1. That the first impulse of the author- 
ities was to punish the soldier whose true 
statement led to the investigation. 


an investigation where the witnesses 
could not be had, so that it would be im- 
possible to claim that no evidence was 
found to prove the charge, when in fact 
no réal attempt to investigate was made. 

‘3. That the most serious charge, was 
not investigated at all.’’ 

Evasion Is Charged. 

Deliberate evasion and concealment is 
then attributed to Secretary Root, the 
charge being supported by evidence chro- 
nologically drawn from official docu- 
ments. On the strength of these, it is 
argued that only by supposing Mr. Root 
grossly ignorant of his duty as secretary 
of war can he be relieved of the charge of 
deception. 

In the course of the argument it is 
maintained, from an élaborate compari- 
son of statistics of the killed and wound- 
ed in our own and foreign wars, that the 
butchery of the wounded Filipinos was 
not sporadic, but was a genéral custom 
in our army. 

At the close of the pamphlet, the case 
against Secretary Root is summed up in 


the following language: 
“From thig review of the record certain 


clearly appear 


during the war has been so frightful that 
it cannot be explained ag the result of or- 
dinary civilized warfare. 

““General Bell’s statement that one-sixth 
of the natives of Luzon—that is, some fivé 
hundred thousand persons—had_ been 
killed or died of dengue fever in the first 
three years of the war is evidence enough 
on this point.

Torture Systematically Used. 


“7. That. from avery early eri f torture 
has been employed systematically to ob- 
tain information. : 

“g That no one has ever been seriously 
punished “for this, and that since the first 
officers. were reprimanded for hanging up 
prisoners no one has ever been punished 
at all until Major Glenn, in obedience 
to an imperative public sentiment, was 
tried for one of ma offenses, and re- 
ceived a farcical senténce. 

“9 That the secretary of war has nevef 
made any attempt to stop this barbarous 
practice. mi 

‘10. That from the time when General 
Otis advised a court;martial of Brenner 
for giving the information which led to 
an investigation until the secretary pro- 
posed that General Miles be retired for 
giving the clew which led to the publica- 
tion of Major Gardener’s report, and 
Major Gardener's is harried for it, the 
zeal of the war department and of Mr. 
Root has been disylayed against the’ ac- 
cusers and not against the criminal. 

‘1. That the statements of Mr. Root, 
whether as to the origin of the war, the 
progress, or the methods by which it has 
beén presecuted, have been unreliable and 
misleading. 

‘12. That he has shown a desire not to 
investigate, and, on the other hand, to 
conceal the truth touching the war, and 
to shield the guilty, and by cénsorship 
and otherwise has largély succéeded. 

‘13. That Mr. Root, then, is the real de- 
fendant in this case. The responsibility 
for what has disgracei the American 
name lies at his door. He is conspicuously 
the person to be investigated. The record 
of the war department should be aida 
bare, that we may see what orders, what 
cablegrams, what reports, are there. His 
standard of humanity, his attitude towani 
witnesses, the position which he has tak- 
en, the statements which he has de, 
al] prove that he is the last person to be 
charged with the duty of investigating 
charges which, if proved, recoil on him. 
It is idle to expect any real investiga- 
tion from him. 


Honest Investigation Wanted. 


“Nor fs it safe to trust this investiga- 
tion to the officers who have beén serv- 
ing in the Philippine islands. The guilty 
men are thelr friends and comrades. They 
have been led to think .that the honor 
of the army is served by acquftting the 
guilty or giving nominal] sentences. They 
cannot hélp trying ‘to extenuate. They 
cannot. help wishing’’to disbelieve.’’ 

After insisting upon the importance of 
rectifying our record in the Philippines by 
visiting those who have been guilty of 
outrage with sever punishment, Mr. Sto- 
rey concludes by placing the responsibill- 
ty as follows: 

“Our soldiers are not to blame for all 
this. They are like the rest of their fel- 
low-citizens. Not a whit more ¢ruel. It 
is the American people under false leaders 
which has set them fo subjugate and has 
been content not to ask how the work 
was done. We at home may imitate the 
ostrich, but, hide our heads as we may, 
we cannot escape our national guilt.’’

INTO MERGER 


Testimony in Suit of United 
States Against the Rail- 
way Trusts, 


New York, September 25.—The hearing 
in the action of the United States to pre- 
vent the Northern Sécurities Company 
from holding the stock of thé Northern 
Pacific and Great Northérn railroads was 
resumed today before the special ex- 
aminer appointed by the Minnesota fed- 
€eral court. 

Colonel W. P. Clough, general counsél 
of and director for the Northern Securi- 
ties Company, was the firét witness. 

In the company’s answer to the com- 


plaint of the government it says that 
five-sixths of the #sto¢k of the Great 
Northern Railway Company has been 
“negotiated for.”” Mr. Richards wanted 
to know what the words ‘“‘negotiated for’’ 
meant, Colonel Clough said that ‘‘of the 
1,250,000 shares of $100 which had beén is- 
sued the Northern Securities Company 
practically owng 1,238,824 shares, which 
amount includes 458,017 shares controlled 
for voting purposes. 

The holders of the smaller amount, he 
said, virtually hold them as trustees for 
the Northern Securities Company. Col- 
onel Clough could not remember the date 
of the first transaction of the company 
in the stock, but he promised to find the 
date and send it to the solicitor general. 

“We were carrying a considerable quan- 
tity of Northern Pacific in the same 
way,” Colonel Clough said, “and we 
thought it desirable to carry some pfo- 
portion of Great Northern in the same 
manner.’’ 

“How much Northern Pacific were you 
carrying?’ 

“About twenty-odd millions. Later more 
was acquired.’’ 

“Did you pay for it with stock of the 
Northern Securities Company?’ 

“On September 1, 1901, we purchased 
$37,023,000 common and $41,0s),000 preferred 
atock and other shares later, for which 
we paid $8,010,629 in cash and $&2,491,871 in 
stock, at par, of the Northern Securities 
Company. On December 2, 191. we pur- 
¢haseg convertibie bonds of the railroad 
company for $%4,/00,96z.00 for cash.” 

“From whom were those stocks and 
bonds obtained?’’ asked Mr. Richards. 

“From Harriman and his associ- 
ates. heir names now appear on the 
books of oyr company as ownérs of the 
stock issued in part payment for tné 


railroad stock.’’ 

“By whom were the negotiations for 
the por carried through?’ 

“By the firm of J, P. Morgan & Co.”

Secretary Makes Statement Re- 
garding Money Situation 


Treasury Department Will Stand by 
Banks to Extent of Ite Ability, 
but No Experiment Will 
Be Tried—Denies Res- 
ignation Story. 


Washington, September %.—Secretary 
Shaw today gave out the following state- 
ment: 

“Money once covered into the treas- 
ury (and this, of course, includes the 
subtreasuries) cannot thereafter be depos- 
ited in banks. All custom receipts are 
by law payable to the treasury and sub- 
treasuries. The only fund, therefore, 
available for deposit in banks is internal 
revenue and miscellaneous receipts, before 
they have been actually covered ima 
the treasury. ‘hese amount to about 
half a million per day, and since the 
stringency arose to the fullest extent 
have been steadfastly returned to circu- 
lation. This policy wil] be continued from 
thirty to sixty days, if needed; and longer, 
if necessary. 

“In the meantime, national bank ¢ircu- 
lation fias been increased about $7,000,- 
000, largely induced by the distribution of 
deposits, and the further Increase to the 
amount of $3,000,000 is assured. 

Will Stand by Banks. 

“All rumors of experiments have been 
unauthorized by the treasury department. 
It is to be hoped that the public wil!

at such a rate as to allow the govern- 
ment to profit thereby at 2.4 per cent 
per annum. The amount maturing before 
is, in round figures, $20,- 
650,000. The profit to the government, if 
this offer shall be accepted, will be, in 
round figures, $220,000.

SOFT COAL BEING BOUGHT 
BY THE UNITED STATES 

Washington, September %.—Captain G. 
W. Baird, of the navy, who is superin- 
tendent of the state, war and navy de- 
partment building, has been obliged to 
purchase soft coal for use in the build- 
ings. Under the present conditions about 
seventy tons a week are necessary, but 
when the heat is turned on double that 
amount will. be required. Last spring 
Captain Baird purchased coal to the ex- 
tent of the room in the buildings and at 
the beginning of the fiscal year immedi- 
ately contracted for 500 tons of anthra- 
eite, but only a portion of it could be de- 
livered. There is now on hand tn the 
buildings enough anthracite coal to sup- 
ply demands for three weeks. Captain 
Baird investigated the situation in the 
anthracite region and gays the largest 
mines are from one-half to seven-eighths 
full of water and that it will take three 
months to pump them out. 

STONE WILL NOT DECLARE 
MARTIAL LAW IN REGION 

Harrisburg, Pa., September 25.—Govern- 
or Stone was asked today if he would de- 
clare martial law in the coal regions. He 
said: 

“Without discussing the power of the 
governor to declare martial law, it will 
be unnecessary to resort to that reme- 
dy. The fifty-first section of the act 
of assembly, approved April 2, 1899, pro- 
vides that ‘when a tumult, riot, or mob 
stall} exist, the commander in chief shall 
call upon the national guard and he may 
at his discretion order any number of 
men of the enrolled militia to be drafted 
and may detail or commission officers 
to organize the forces, The national! 
guard has been sent into the coal regions 
to suppress tumults, riots and mobs 
where the civil authorities are unable 
to suppress them. They will not inter- 
fere with the civil authorities, but are 
there to aid and assist them in pre- 
serving order. There is now 4 éstrplus in 
the treasury, and the state ig prepared to 
maintain a large army in the field for an 
indefinite time. I have no hesitation in 
expressing my disapproval of tumults, 
riots and mobs, end all acts of violence 
and my determination to suppress them 
and preserve order regardless of conse- 
quences and regardiess of cost.” 

NO SERIOUS OUTBREAK 
MITCHELL DECLARES 

Indianapolis, Ind., September %.—Prest- 
dent John Mitchell, of the United Mine 
Workers of America, in a long distance 
telephone message to The News today, 
from Wilkesbarre, said: 

“The press reports of lawlessnéss jn the 
strike region are greatly exaggerated.

At 5 oglock Thursday the foreign war 
ships at anchor off La Guayra were sur- 
prised, the whole matter having been 
kept secret, to see the Restaurador hoist 
the Stars and Stripes and then fire a 
salute of twenty-one guns. 

Never before has the Venezlelan gov- 
ernment acted so promptly and so sat- 
isfactorily as the result of diplomatic 
‘representations, oad it emphasizes Ven- 
ezuela’s desire” to maintain the most 
friendly relations with the United States. 
The Americans at Caracas are praising 
Mr. Bowen for so quickly bringing about 
a settlement of the affair, which at one 
time promised to assume a serious aspect.

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PREFERS CASH 
TO HUMANITY 


Germany, Being a Creditor 
of Roumania, Will Not Aid 
the Hebrews. 


Berlin, ‘September %).—Germany has de- 
cided not to associate herself in a formal 
manner with the American and British 
protests against Rowmania’s treatment 


of the Jews. 

The German government adopts this 
attitude, it is understood, independently 
of other continental powers, no agree- 
ment having yet’ been reached in the 
matter among the cabinets of the conti- 
nent. 

Germany considers that, as other para- 
graphs besides article 44, of the very 
precise Berlin treaty of 1878, have not 
been insisted upon, for instance, Rou- 
manian. forts have not been razed 
to the ground, and Russia is 
allowing Batoum to remain as it was be- 
fore the treaty, this is not the time to 
oblige- Roumanta to observe any par- 
ticular provision of the treaty. Besides, 
Germany, although sympathizing sincere- 
ly w’th the. deplorable. situation .of the 
jews of Roumania, feels unable to inter- 
fere in an internal question. 

Germans are large holders of Rouma- 
nian securities, and an 8 international 
storm over the policy to which Premier 
Sturza, of Roumapia, is fully. committed, 
might cause his fall, and as: a result 
Roumaniar finances would be withdrawn 
from his capable control. A’ heavy drop 
in Roumanian funds would cause corre- 
sponding losses here, 

The representatfve of the Associated 
Press fn Berlin is informed that Germany 
believes the moral, strength of the Amer- 
ican and British. positions, in connection 
with, the very practical mé@asures taken 
by great ‘financtal’ ‘houses, will induce 
Roumania substantially to modify the 
rigors of the trade law. Germany may 
possibly supplement these influences by 
private representations, made without 
taking part in collective action, should 
the other powers find a common basis 
upon which to act. In German official 
quarters there is not believed to be the 
Slightest possibility of such collective ac- 
tion being taken, Wussia and Austria 
especially being determined nos £9. move 
in the matter.

In His Efforts To Stop Persecution 
of Roumanian Jews. 

Paris, September 25.—Secretary Hay’s 
note to the powers on the subject of Rou- 
mania’s treatment of the Jews, of which 
slight notice was at first taken, under 
the impression that it would lead to noth- 
ing, is now attracting more attention from 
the French press and in official circles 
here. It is practically certain that the 
French government will support a niove- 
ment among the powers to put pressure 
on Roumania In favor of better treat- 
ment of the Jews and it is believed that 
Germany will take a similar attitude. 
While it is thought the United States wil] 
thus be successful in stirring the powers 
into seriously considering the matter and 
that remonstrances may be- addressed to 
Roumania, not much hope is expressed in 
practical and permanent effect within 
Roumania from such action. 

A semi-official agency today circulated 
the following announcement: 

“The Franch government has not yet 
replied to Secretary Hay’s note. While 
it is impossible to forecast M. Delcasse’s 
decision the impression in diplomatic cir- 
cles is that while recognizing the high 
motive which actuated Mr. Hay, M. Del- 
casse will not entirely agree with the 
views advanced in the American note.”’

Important Action Taken by 
the Maritime Conference 
at Hamburg. 


Hambure, Sg@tember 2%.—The fifth con- 
ference of the international maritime 
committee opened here today and will 
last until Saturday, inclusive. The as- 
semblage was of an internatiofal char- 
acter. E. P. Wheeler, J. B. Jackson. 
Gordon Murray and G. Betts represented 
the United States. 

After a long debate the conference 
adopted the d@aft of a collisions and 
salvage treaty, the contracting parties 
agreeing to fike steps to modify the 
laws of their respective countries rela- 
tive to collisions in accordance there- 
with. 

The treaty achweutelens the principle 
that there can be no claim to compensa- 
tion where the cdllision is due to tnevita- 
ble accident, and extends it to cases in 
which one vessel is at anchor—a princt- 
ple not admitted in the Dutch and Rus- 
sian codes. If the fault Is common, the 
responsibility of each vessel is made 
proportionate to the gravity of the 
faualt. In England at present the dam- 
ages are equally divided with the blame.

Secretary Moody was more fully ad- 
vised of the situation on the isthmus of 
Panama this afternoon by another and 
longer cablegram from Commander Mc- 
Lean, at Colon. It wags stated ut the de- 
partment that the commander's report 
was to the effect that conditions on the 
isthmus, while not seriously disturbed 
now, are such that the United States 
forces at present there cannot be with- 
drawn or diminished. 

After the receipt of this dispatch, it was 
announced that the Prairie had been 
ordered to feave the Boston navy yard 
by noon tomorrow, going thence to 
League Island -to take on a party of en- 
listed men, and then proceeding to Nor- 
folk, where she will be ready to start at 
any moment with the marines assembled 
there for Colon. 

Orders also were sent to the Olympia, 
which is to convey Rear Admiral Coghlan 
to the Caribbean, directing that the re- 
pair work which she is now undergoing 
be expedited so that she will be ready to 
sail about the first week in October. in- 
stead of the latter part of that month, 
as was anticipated. 


More Warships for Caribbean. 

Washington, September 25.—A squadron 
of the north Atlantic fleet is to rendezvous 
in the Caribbean sea a good while hefore 
the appointed time for the assembly of 
the vessels from the north and south 
Atlantic European stations. It is stated 
at the navy department that the big 
cruiser Oly mpia, flagship of Rear Admiral 
Coghlan, will sooh be ready, and at that 
Officer’s disposal. The cruiser San Fran- 
cisco is now on her way to the Wesf 
Indies, and there are already in those 
waters the Cincinnati, the Montgomery, 
the Marietta and the Panther. Besides 
these vessels, the navy department in- 
tends to attach to Admiral Coghlan’s 
Squadron the protected cruiser Raleigh, 
the unprotected cruiser Detroit and the 
gunboat Machias, These vessels, with the 
exception of the Panther and Cincinnati, 
will be under the command of Admiral 
Coghlan. 
The navy department has two objects 
in view in this early dispatch of war 
vessels to the Caribbean—preliminary 
work in regard to the maneuvers, and 
the disturbed situation on the isthmus 
and in the countries which border that 
sea.

ALLIANCE WAREHOUSE BURNS. 


THREE HUNDRED AND FIFTY 
BALES COTTON DESTROYED. 


Fire at Arlington Causes Loss of 
$20,000, with Very Little 
Insurance. 


Arlington, Ga., September 25.—(Special.) 
The alliance warehouse, containing about 
356 bales of cotton, was completely de- 
stroyed by fire this morning. 

It was thought for a while that Har- 
rison’s store and Cobb’s livery stable 
was in danger, but as it had been raining 
during the night and a drizzling rain fall- 
ing at the time, the fire was kept under 
control and no further damage done. 
About 350 bales of cotton were destroyed 
with partial insurance. About 200 bales 
were owned by merchants and about 150 
bales by farmers; also two cars of salt, 
four cars of cotton seed, one car of bag- 
ging and ties, several buggies and a car 
of various merchandise totally destroy- 
ed, with very little insurance. Tota] esti- 
mated loss $20,000, with only about $4,000 
insurance.

Judge Ross replied as follows: 

“I have no comment to make on what 
my friend Judge Russell says in de- 
c:ining to contest for the supreme court 
judgeship made vazant by the resignation 
of Justice Lewis, except that I felt sure 
all the while that Judge Russell appre- 
c‘eted the impropriety of holding to his 
nomination for one office while being a 
cendidate for another office, and that he 
wculd, in due time, either decline the nom- 
iration for the superier court judgeshin 
or decline to contest for the supreme 
court judgeship. 

“I think Judge Candler has equal reason 
for resigning the superior courf judge- 
ship he now holds, or retiring from the 
contest for the supreme court judgeship. 
However, Judge Candler will decide for 
himself as to the propriety of soliciting 
the votes of the people walile he occupies 
the vantage ground of a public office 
which gives him a judicial jurisdiction 
over the rights of the people, whose judz- 
ment as electors shouki be untrammeled. 
Besides. Jugze Candler’s election would 
precipitcte a contes<¢ for the office he now 
holds.

ONE MINER REFUSED TO PAY 


| 
An Assessment Was Levied To HeJp 


Anthracite Men and Company 
Agreed To Take Amount 
from Wages, but Man 
Protested. 


Birmingham, Ala., September 25.—Three 
hundred nmgfners employed by the Tennes- 
see Compahy at No. 8 Pratt mine are 
idle, on account of a temporary strike. 

The men went out because of the fact 
that one man refused to pay an assess- 
ment of $1 a week for the benefit of the 
United Mine Workers, who are idle in 
the anthracite regions of Pennsylvania. 

It seems that the local officers of the 
United Mine Workers requested the Ten- 
nessee Company’s Officials to deduct from 
every miner’s wages $1 a week and turn 
the same over to the organization to be 
sent to the striking miners in the anthra- 
cite region. The officers of the Tennessee 
Company agreed to deduct from the wag- 
es of all miners who would give an order 
to that effect. In No. 3 mine at Pratt 
one man refused to give an order and 
the company’s Officials therefore did not 
deduct from his wages, holding that they 
had no right under the law or morally 
to deduct from a man's earnings without 
his consent. 

President Makes Statement. 

Birmingham, Ala., September 2%.—Don 
H. Bacon, mesident of the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Company, gave out the foi- 
lcwing statement concerning the matter 
tonight: 

“The Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company has had employed at its mines 
at West Pratt (sometimes spoken of as 
Blossburg) about 300 men, seventy of 
whom have refused to pay the assess- 
ment of $1 per week that was levied by 
the officers of the United Mine Workers 
for the benefit of the members of the or- 
der who are idle in the anthracite re- 
gion. The officer or officers of the United 
Mine Workers demanded that the Tennes- 
see company oblige the seventy men to 
pay the assessment or discharge them. 
The company declined to do this, but 
agreed to collect and is collecting fron 
such of its employees as give a written 
order. J 
‘As a result of the position taken by 
the Tennessee company, the 800 men are 
now idle at the request or command of 
the officers of the union, those men who 
have paid refusing to work with those wao 
do not ;ay and those who do not pay be- 
ing too small in numbers to work without 
regard to the others.”’

The Twenty-Inch Tillman has 
made its appearance in South Carolina, to 
meet the conditions of the new pistol 
law of that state.

The Twenty-Inch Tillman, as its name 
implies, is 20 inches in length and weigns 
3 pounds. It has rifled barrel and .can 
be set with hair trigger, though at pres- 
ent the regulation double-action trigger 
is used. The caliber is 44. The model 
weapon is something of an impromptu 
affair, if the term may be used, but if 
the demand should warrant the regular 
manufacture of the piece may be taken 
up. The model, indeed, was made by 
sawing off a rifle of 44-caliber and fitting 
it with pistol grip and lock.

The Press correctly 
says that reciprocity means that we 
give up to the foreigner what he 
couldn’t get if we maintained the pres 
ent tariff wall against him. 

Therefore these two representative 
republican protection journals repu- 
diate Secretary Shaw’s interpretation 
of reciprocity and stand for the old 
policy and the old slogan of “protec- 
tion that will protect”—the kind that 
we now have, without revision, reci- 
procity or reductions, and with all its 
accompaniments of trusts, monopolies 
and the binding of the American con- 
sumer for the spoliation at will of the 
tariff-bred bandits of trade. 
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Henderson for President. 

Apropos of the strange case of 
Speaker Henderson, The Denver Post 
has essayed the role of a political 
Sherlock Holmes and turned its dark 
lantern on the motives behind that 
astute politician’s declination to fin 
for congress in the teeth of a tariff 
reform gale Our Rocky mountain 
contemporary, in common with others 
who think they scent a sinister motive 
in the speaker’s sagacious action, is 
very sure he can, somehow, only be 
bent on personal aggrandizement, and 
proceeds to lay bare his foxy secret. 
The Post announces dramatically—it 
might be said, in a stage whisper— 
that David B. Henderson, of Iowa, will 
be the standard bearer of the high pro- 
tection and trust forces in the cam- 
paign of 1904, and concludes: 

‘Our ‘picturesque’ president, as the 
English newspapers call him, who in 
comparison with General Henderson 
is a tyro in politics, will find before 
the race is run that the ‘baby act,’ as 
he characterized it, was the shrewd- 
est politieal move made in many 
years.’ 

This all seems so plausible, ie clews 
worked up by The Post leading so un- 
erringly to such a sequel, that it is a 
pity to have to call this journalistic 
sleuth off a trail that seems so warm, 
but which, as a matter of fact, is as 
cold as republican feet in this di- 
lemma. 

To break it gently, David B. Hen- 
derson is a foreigner by birth and bar- 
red from presidential honors by a 
little provision of the constitution of 
the Unitéd States.

BUT NO TAKERS 


Two Bets for $300 Each 
Posted in Silverman’s 
_ Yesterday. 


EVEN MONEY ASKED ON 
HOWELL AGAINST FIELD 


Three to One Offered That Johnson 
Will Not Carry a Single Ward. 
Colonel Silverman Has the 
Money in Hand, but 
No One Wants It. 


Two bets, both for $300, were posted in 
Silverman’s cigar store yesterday after- 
noon, both bearing on the result of the 
present municipal campaign. 

One was for even money ‘on Captain 
Evan P. Howell for mayor against the 
field. 

The other was for $100 that Alderman 
Johnson would not carry a single ward in 
the city. 

Both bets were posted by a customer 
at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon and the 
money placed in the hands of Colonel 
Harry Silverman. 

The terms of each were plainly stated 
in a card shown conspicuously in the 
center show case. 

When the store clossed at 11 o'clock 
last night no one had shown a destre to 


.take up either bet. 


Colonel Harry Silverman when seen by 
a representative of The Constitution in 
reference to the offered wagers said: 

“This afternoon a customer of mine 
placed $600 in my* hands asking me to 
offer it on the terms you see stated. 1 
cannot give his name, as he requested fhat 
it not be given out. However, I have the 
money and shall be glad to confer with 
any one who wishes to cover either propo- 
sition. The offering of this money has 
created considerabl2 interest, but as yet 
no one has shown a willingness to stake 
his coin against either wager.”

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Church and State. 

Editor Constitution: Would it not be 
well to define what is meant by separa- 
tion of churéh and state before we at- 
tempt to say there is a union of church 
and state? 

Does separation mean that they have 
no interests in common? Does it mean 
that one cannot appeal and apply to the 
other for help to do things that are 
mutually beneficial? Cannot the state 
ask the churches to hold suitable serv- 
ices in times of distress or in times of 
prosperity—in feasting and prayer or 
in thanksgiving and praise? Cannot the 
church ask the state to preserve and 
record its titles and protect {ts property? 
Cannot the church sell the state a plece 
of land on which to build a jail or asy- 
lum or academy? Cannot the state buy 
or rent any plece of property belonging 
to the church? Cannot the state hire 
a man who is a member of a church to 
manage its failroad or manufacturing 
enterprises or to teach its schools? Does 
a man lose all opportunity for employ- 
ment by the state when he becomes @ 
member of a church? Does the separa- 
tion of church and state prevent a man 
or a set of men, who are church mém- 
bers, from receiving pay for services 
that they have rendered to the staté? 

If the state can make a trade with one 
man who is a member of a church, 
could it not make a trade with ten, with 
twenty, with five hundred, and even with 
the whole membership? Does not the 
making of a trade imply that there are 
two distinct personalities, that there is 
a separation? Does separation of church 
and state affect secular or spiritual mat- 
ters? 

Does this separation touch methods of 
conduct or only convictiong of con- 
science? Does this 'separation absolve 
a church member from the duties or de- 
stroy the privileges of his citizenship, 
or does it only free the man (or a body 
of men) from statutory restraint in 
worshiping God and in performing du- 
ties he conscientiously believes he owes 
to God? 

As reference has been made to an !so- 
lated case, hence this question: Does 
the state employ these men who teach 
in Bethel college at Cuthbert because 
they are Baptists and are in the emplog 
of a Baptist board, or does the state 
employ them because they are good 
teachers? The same question might be 
asked about Andrew college or Hia- 
wassee or Young Harris. 

Would it not be well to defige and Jo- 
cate the line of cleavage- between the 
church and the state before we try to 
say what is on one side and what is on 
the other side of the line of separation? 

Will not Dr. Landrum or some other 
separatist answer these questions?

Former Treasurer P. J. McGuire Is Heard ’by For- 
mer Associates--His Case Will Not Be Prose- 


cuted in 


Courts. 


After deliberating for three days the 
convention of carpenters and joiners yes- 
terday afternoon finally settled the ques- 
tion of the alleged shortage of $10,074.93 in 
the accounts of former Secretary and 
Treasurer Peter J. McGuire. 

Under the terms of the settlement $1,900, 
alréady paid by McGuire, is accepted as 
full payment of the shortage; the action 
of General President Huber in receiving 
and accepting his resignation is indorsed: 
McGuire relinquishes all claim on the or- 
ganization for salary. and there wil] be 
no further steps taken, either civil or 


_criminal. 


McGuire appeared before the convention 
yesterday afternoon and presented his de- 
fensé. He read a number of documents, 
giving details of his connection with the 
Office of secretary and treasurer and 
phowing how he had conducted the office. 
Genéral President Huber followed with a 
Statement of the matter. 

The report of the finance committee, 
which showed the shortage, was first act- 
ed on and was concurred in. The special] 
committee of five, to which the report of 
President Huber was referred, submitted 
& majority and minority report, The 
president's report explained that the 
shortage had been found and recited the 
acceptance of a proposition made by Mc- 
Guire to settle the affair for $2,000: also 
the receptjon and acceptance of the resig- 
nation and of McGuire's relinquishment 
of all claims on salary. The report show- 
ed that $1,000 of the $2,000 has been paid. 

Thg majority report of the special com- 
mittee favored the accepting of the presi- 
dent’s report, thus indorsing his action, 
The minority report opposed this settle- 
ment of the matter. When put to a vote 
the majority report was adopted. 

A motion was then made that the $1,000, 
already paid, be accepted as full settle- 
mént for the shortage and an amendment 
was added to the effect that the brother- 
hood take no further steps either civil 
or criminal. The motion as amended was 
carried by a yote of 198 to 136. This defi- 
nitely ends the matter, which has agi- 
tateqd the organization for the past year. 


McGuire’s Statement. 


The following is in part the statement 
of McGuire sent out to the various local 
unions, when the alleged shortage was 
first agitated, and is the first statement 
of the former official ever made public 
regarding the matter: 

As to the financial deficit alleged, and that 
ig the most grievious charge. No déemaud has 
been made on me to. satisfy that amount. 
The G. E. B. in session the whole of two 
weeks last month nevor tummoned me before 
them, nor made any demand on me to ac- 
count for the same. Nor did they evince & 
desire in any official respect to ascertain 
whether I was dead or alive. I deny in ail 
respects this shortare, and though the G. E. 
B. had an expert accountant examine the 
Looks, that accountant never asked me for 
certain vouchers now in my possession, nor 
asked me for any explanation. He was let® 
to make up his own report, where I should 
have been called upon to givé him some 
vouchers, etc., mecessary to complete his 
r¢port. 

Moré than once, recently, I told Brothers 
Hubdér and Duffy that if a shortage or deficit 
in my accounts was shown by an examination 
of the books, through my attorney or his as- 
gistants, I would arrange with friends of mine 
to pay the same, thoagh ! have never profited 
& penny one way or the other in the deficit 
alleged, nor have I in any respect betrayed 
any confidence reposed in me. I made this 
promise in good faith to save any injury to 
the U. B., and to avoid the publicity which 
possibly might do harm to the organization, 

As to the eleven specific charges cited, and 
sont out to ahe locals by the G. E. B., the 
law in secttons 79 to Si of the constitution 
has not been comphed with. These particula: 
cases never came before the G. FE. B. in 
regular legal form, nor were they ever sent 
to the secretary of the board, as required by 
section 3! of the constitution. Furthermore, 
under sections 79 to 81 of the constitution, these 
charges should have been first brought before 
General President Huber for his action ani 
for my answer. 

It is my ardént desire to held the U. B. 
intact, without division, split er dismember- 
ment. Too many years of persistent piodding 
work has brought the organization to its pree- 
ent standing. I will lend no ear nor extend 
any hand of mine that will in any degrce de- 
traét from its glory or weaken its influence. 
Whether men live or di¢, whether they are 
wrong or right, the unity of the U. B. must 
be maintained at all hazards. , 

Now, let me say to those who have inquirea, 
that my bond for $80,000 was issued by the 
Union Surety a:.4 Guarantee Company of this 
city. That bond held good at the time of my 
svepension as G. §. T., and still holds good.

WOQDWARD TALKS 
IN FIFTH WARD 


He Had an Enthusiastic Av- 
dience Last Night, 


Candidate Necapitulated the Various 
Points Made in Other Speeches, 
and Threw a Féw Jagged 
Stones at His Oppo- 

nents. — 


James G. Woodward, one of the three 
candidates for mayor, addressed a gath- 
ering of some 20 citizens of the fifth 
ward at Domini’s hall on Marietta street 
last night. 4 

His speech was along the well-beaten 
paths of his previous addresses to the 
public during the present campaign and 
he was rewarded, at the expiration of 
stated periods, with a liberal amount of 
applause. There were in the front of the 
audience a number of gentlemen who 
waxed warm in enthusiasm and asked 
a humber of pertinent questions which 
invariably called forth enthusiasm. 

Mr. Woodward spoke of the past at 
some iength. Likewise he alluded to the 
present ip passing. in whieh connection 
he spoke of himself, James G, Wood- 
ward; Captain E. P. Howell and Harvey 
Johnson. Of the future he told of things 
he deemed necessary and of how he would 
make these necessary things possible in 
the event he was elected once more to 
the high, office of mayor. 

That period of his speech dealing with 
the past was largely a recapitulation of 
the municipal acts of the past to which 
ne has referred on various other oc- 
casions. 

Mr. Woodward compared his official and 
private record with that of the other can- 
didates. He pointed out that, officially, he 
had been.a great deal better than his op- 
ponents. In regard to Captain E. P. 
Howell, he said that he was willing to 
compare records with him at any time 
and he rather thought the newspapers 
weuld not find so much interest in his 
(Howell's) conduct as they would in his 
(Woodward's). 

‘““‘My conduct would be the cause of an 
extra every time I passed up a Street 
with a saloon on it,”’ said Mr. Woodward. 

In regard to references of a personal 
nature made by one of his opponents Mr. 
Woodward answered in kind. 

At the close of his speech an aggre- 
gation of young men, known to future 
fame ag the Dixie Quartet, got together 
and sang “what the head singer termed 
“A Send-Off Song to Mr. Woodward.” 
By that time the crowd was well on the 
way and seemed to see no particular ne- 
cessity for a ‘‘send-off.’’ 

“Altogether it was an enthusiastic meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Woodward Speaks. 

George Jarrell was elected chairman of 
the meeting. He introduced Mr. Wood- 
ward in a few words, in which he took 
occasion to refer to the fact that Mr. 
Woodward had been a friend to the people 
ef the fifth ward and particularly to him- 
self. He spoke of the speaker as the 
next mayor.., 

Mir. Woodward said that it was always 
a pleasure to greet the citizens of the 
fifth ward; that they had always worked 
for him; that the fifth had been his ban- 
ner ward, and he hoped to see even big- 
= and better results in the coming elec- 
tion. 

In regard to his eligibility, he said he 
had been satisfied of that fact months 
ago, and thought that question needed 
little or no discussion. 

He said ne was surprised to see Harry 
Schlesinger in the ‘‘arch enemy’s camp.” 
Mr. Schlesinger, he said, was loved by 
the laboring clsases for his good works, 
but he was now in bad company. He 
recapitulated the old trouble between the 
printers and the owners of The Constitu- 
tion which, he said, had resulted in the 
organization of the Atlanta Typograpn- 
ical Union, of which he was the tirst 
president. He getated that the Howells 
and other Constitution owners had been 
willing for the men to go back to work 
with the exception of himself. 

“Out of that strike,”’ sald Mr. Wood- 
ward, ‘grew the old Knights of Labor 
which whipped the Howells into line, 
and until Ciark Howell wanted to run [or 
office The Constitution never willingly 
recognized the union. s 

‘Whenever Howell attempts to prove 
himself friendly to labor, he makes state- 
ments that history disproves. Howell 
has never had any affiliations with the 
labor classes. 

‘And what do you think he now boasts 
—that he will buy the first and fhfth 


wards! 
What He Has Done. 

“Now, in regard to what I have done 
for the city of Atlanta, I see that some 
facetious individual has seen fit to inject 
the big ‘I’ into all I have said. Now, I 
do not claim I done this or I done that 
or I done the other unassisted: tut I do 
claim that ¥ introduced and advocated 
more measures which has more in them 
than any man in Atlanta! I mean it! It 
was a working man who done it! Don't 
take my word for it; txke the recorda. 
Just take my past record. Now, I don't 
say I'll do all I want to when I'm elect- 
ed mayor, but I do say [ll try. 

“There are no tablets on all my achteve- 
ments for Atlanta, but the solid works 
are there.” 

“There never has been a question which 
came up in council affecting the labor 
question which I did not faver or op- 
pose.

CITIZENS OF THE WARD 
‘DELIVERED ADDRESSES 


Those Who Made Speeches All De- 
Slared There Was No Possible

Another rovsing meeting was-held last 
evening in the interest of Captain Evan 
P. Howell, candidate for mayor. The 
meeting was held at Phillips & Crew's 
hall, on Peachtree street, and was largely 
attended. A number of sixth ward citi- 
zens made short speeches, and all were 
agreed that there was no doubt about 


Captain Jicwell’s election. 

Captaih W. D. Ellis presided, and those 
who spoke were Captain Ellis, Captain 
Howell, Harry L. Schlesinger, J. S. 
Thompson, Sam W. Small, Thomas Egles- 
ton, Hollins Randolph, Councilman-E. C. 
Kontz and Sh \pard Bryan. A great deal 
of enthusiasm was manifested, and the 
remarks of the speakers were roundly 
applauded. , 

Captain W. D. Ellis opened the meet- 
ing. He said the citizens of the sixth’ 
ward had met for the purpose of greeting 
Captain Hcwell, who, he said, he knew 
would bée the next mayor. This state- 
ment was cheered. Referring to the 
other candidates, he said cne was young 
and progressive, but the people should 
say to him: ‘‘This is not your time.”’ (Ap- 
plause.) One of the other candidates, 
said Captain Ellis, had already been hon- 
ored by the people of Atlanta, and fad, 
according to reports of speeches, done 
such strenuows things that dt was time 
to give him a rest. * (Laughter.) 

Devoted to the City. 

He said it reminded him of the story

mission houses seemed to be abundantly sup- 
plied with selling orders. Following the call 
the whole liet eased off quite sharply under 
pressure of public long cotton and a with- 
drawal of clique support. The later cables 
from Liverpool proved to be very disappoint- 
ing, and Europe became a seller here. New 
Orleans and the west offered the winter 
months quite freely, and the commission 
houses continued to sell ecattering amounts of 
December, January and March. The private 
crop reports averaged up bullishly, but were 
offset by heavy receipts and easer spot cotton 
markets. The investment element was dis- 
turbed by the weakness in the stock market, 
and fear of ‘‘tight’’ money again. Al!) through 
the late session the market displayed underly- 
ing weakness, and prices continued to set- 
tle slowly, January working down to 8.66 
“and March to 8.43. Rumors that the Wall 
street bull combination were selling out did 
not help mattere in the opinion of nervous 
longs, even though these stories were flatly 
denied by persons in a position to know. The 
market was finally barely steady, with prices 
net 8 to {0 points lower. Total sales esti- 
mated at 350,000 bales, well distributed 
through the list.

Atlanta, September 25.—Liverpool showed 
evidences of ear-madrks of manipulation from 
this side, but the attempt was limited to a 
very brief period, as the market presented 
too attractive an opportunity for spot dealers 
to hedge, so that the futures promptly lost all 
improvement of the day, though the advance 
of 1-32d in spots was not disturbed. Trans- 
actions in New Orleans- partook of free 
selling by spot purchasers, business in their 
spot department having been facilitated by 
some concessions on the part of holders, though 
the regular trade demand was not much in 
evidence. Most of..the purchases of spots 
were protected by sales of futures, which 
operated against prices and influenced a mod- 
erate degree of long liquidation. Heavy re- 
ceipts call for great consideraton on the part 
of traders, especially in view of the monetary 
situation, and the speculative demand has 
been somewhat restricted, while bullish enthu- 
siasm has been slightly dampened.

Council Committees Will 
Recommend $400,000 for 
: Sewers. 


MAYOR MIMS COMMENTS 
UPON CLAIMS OF WOODWARD 


Lively Controversy of a Friendly 
Nature Ensued During Meeting, 
When Mr. Woodward Told 
What He Had Done 
for the City. 


, 


During the meeting of council com 
mittees in the mayor's office yesterday 
morning, bond issues aggregating $300,000 
were favored, and council, at its next 
meeting, which will be held October 6, 
will be asked to take the necessary steps 
looking to bringing the matter to the at- 
tention of the genera] assembly this fall, 

If couneil acts favorably upon the 
recommendation from the finance, sewer, 
and water works committees, the legis- 
lature will be requested to authorize 
council to submit the question of issuing 
bonds to the people, 

It Is proposed to issvte $400,000 of bonds 
for the purpose of perfecting the sewer 
System of thé city, and a like issue for 
improving the water works plant. 

Judge George Hillyer, of the board of 
water commissioners; Colonel Park 
Woodward, superintendent of the water 
works department; City Engineer R. M. 
Claytcn and .he mayor were present at 
the meeting. Judge Hillyer and Mayor 
Mims both made speeches urging the 
necessity for the bond tissues. Council- 
man Winn, chairman of the sewers com- 
mittee of council, also spoke in favor of 
the bonds, as did other members of the 
committee, 


Resolutions Were Favored. 

The meeting was held for the purpose 
of considering resolutions touching the 
matter which were tntroduced at the last 
reguiar meeting of council several weeks 


ago. These resolutions were the result 
of two special communications which the 
mayor sent to council in which he called 
attention to the need of bonds for im- 
provements, 

While the meeting wes in progress 
Judge Hillyer read the correspondence 
between himself and Civil Engineer Ru- 
dcipk Hering, of New York. . Mr. Hering 
designed the Atlanta system of water 
works, and, In a letter to Judge Hillyer, 
he stated he would be glad -to come here 
to make an inspection if such was deemed 
advisable or necessary, 

An interesting feature of the meeting 
was the colloquy which took place be- 
tween Mayor Mims and Alderman James 
G. Woodward, one of the mayoralty can- 
didates. In the opening speech of his 
campalfgn Mr. Woodward referred to his 
record as a city official, and declared 
that the foundation for everything done 
by the city in the last two years had 
been laid during his administration. In 
a later speech he sefd he was responsible 
for the present progress of the Peters 
street viaduct work, 

The mayor evidentiy had reference to 
Mr. Woodward's remarks when he atat- 
€«d, while urging the bond !ssue, that if 
he was a candidate for mayor he would 
prefer to urge the people to vote for 
the bonds than to tell them he had bufft 
the viaduct. Mayor Mims aaid he claimed 
the credit for the Peters street bridge 
himself. 

Mr. Woodward replied that he had ar- 
ranged the prelimineries for Mayor Mims 
before he went out of office. 

*“Yes.”’ said the mayor, “by gtving 
away a valuable franchise. I saved the 
city from that, however, anid now we 
are going to get the bridge and retain 
the franchiss.”’ 

Mayor Called It Poor Trade. 

Aldefman Woodward said it was 
“mighty funny that the viaduct work 
had been stopped untill he got back In.”’ 

The mayor said he thought the city had 
made a very poor trade in getting the 
Whitehall street viaduct, because it got 
it by elving a street car company a per- 
petual right to cross it. Mr. Woodward 
replied that the bridge was the property 
of the city, and that any company could 
cross it by securirg the necessary per- 
mit. The mayor stated this ownership 
made it obligatory upon the city to keep 
the car tracks on the. viaduct in repair. 
He considered $50,000 a small price to 
rav for a perpetual privilege. 

Mayor Mims also said he believed Al- 
derman Woodward was the only member 
of council who agreed with him that the 
tax rate should be restored. Alderman 
Woodward said he was not In favor of 
the restoration of the rate. The conver- 
sation between the two served to enliven 
the proceedings.

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TAX DELINQUENT. LIST 


TO BE HEAVIER THAN EVER 


HERE are about 21,000 people in 
T Atlanta who are Hable for taxes, 

and but fifteen days remain in 
which tg pay for this year. Compara- 
tivtly few have paid their taxes for 1902 
and unless all signs fall, the ligt of delin- 
quents will be a large one, 

It was reported at the office of the city 
tax assessors yesterday that an average 
of only about seven in forty-three peo- 
ple who had given in their taxes for the 
year, or who were liable for taxes, have 
paid. The people, it seems, are slower 
about paying this year than any time 


heretofore and the tax assessors antici- 
pate a lively and unprecedented rush at 
the last moment. . 

The third and last installment of city 
taxes is due October 10. All who fail to 
pay on or before that time will be placed 
on the delinquent list, and fi fas will be 
issued against them, These will be 
placed in the hands of the city marshal 
for service and levy. 

It appears that very few of the large 
tax payers have paid. Those who have 
attended to the matter are the ones who 
owe comparatively little in the way of 


taxes, 
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> Great Decrease in Detention. 

The report of the Southeastern Car 
Service Asgociation for August which 
has just been issued shows a decrease 


of .17 hundredths of a day in the deten- 
tion of each car as compared with Au- 
gust of last year. The average daily de- 
tention for August, 1902, was 1.98, for Au- 
gust, 1901, 2.15. : 

This decrease is ascribed by railroad 
men to the workings of the per diem sys- 
tem of freight car charges. Its import- 
ance is seen when it is remembered that 
during August, 1902, 52,586 cars were re- 
ported through the association. The de- 
crease in detention on them means a 
saving of the work of 8,939 cars for one 
day.. It gave the roads composing the 
association the use of 297 cars every day 
in the month, 

The report also shows an increase of 
5.869 in the number of cars handled dur- 
ing the past month. During August, 1902, 
the number of cars handled was 52,586 
while in August, 1901, it was only 46,717. 

The number of cars handled at At- 
lanta during the month was 7,86. This 
number was divided among the different 
terminal lines as_ follows: Southern 
9.488, Western and Atlantic 2,168, Geor- 
gia 1,691, Central of Georgia 1,035, Atlan- 
ta and West Point 299, and Seaboard Air 
Line 184.
